If someone could teach 
carpentry to the mourning 
dove, th ere’s be a whole lot 
more doves. 
Missouri’s storm y spring 
wreaked havoc everywhere, 
including in the dove- nesting 
com m unity. Doves build a 
flimsy affair of sticks, lay 
two eggs and keep their toes 
crossed until the young are 
fledged som e 28 days later. 
Wind and rainstorm s not 
only can destroy nests, but 
after the eggs are hatched, 
can throw young birds from 
the 
nest and 
that 
means 


death, for dove young are 
helpless until they are fully 
feathered. 
“ I don’t think the loss of 
young birds this spring will 
have an effect on the hunting 
season,” 
says 
Ken Sadler, 
Departm ent of Conservation 
dove biologist. “There’s at 
least a possibility that later 
nestings will made up for the 
loss.” 
Doves nest from 4-6 times 
a summer, each time laying 
two eggs. M ortality is high.
